THE APPROACH OF IHE CHINESE 

NEW YAR. - - 

ARMED ROPRERY IN WINGLOK STREET. 

Last night one of these outrages, which 
aré periodically carried out in the Colony 
‘by'armed robbers took place ina largely 
populated district of the city. Fortunste- 
ly, the ruttians did their work without any 
act of violence; and the only regret is that 
the Chinese ‘should be so reticent in com- 
inunicating with the Police immediately 
after these attacks, in order that measures 
may be taken to secure the robbers. ‘The 
outrage was committed bya gang of five 
men, anned with revolvers and iron bars, 
in Winglok Street, which has earned an 
unenviable notoriety for crimes ,of this 
scription ‘The’ strect was crowded with 
people at the-time the affair was commit- 
ted, and a short thye before a European 
constable passed the’scono of the outrage.

THE WEST RIVER. 
PREPANATIONS FOR THE OPENING, 


We understand that Mr R. E. Bredon, |: 


Commissioner of Customs at Canton, has 
just yeturned: from a-visit to Wuchow-fu 
and other commercial points on the West 
River, This visit has in all likelihood Leen 
undertaken with a view to the establich- 
ment of Imperial Chinese Maritime Cua- 
toms’ Stations at all the principal pointa as 
soon as adelinitive arrangement has been 
agreed upon between the British and Chi- 
nese authorities., From this it may be in- 
ferred’ that the categorical statement that 
the river hnd been oponed ‘by Imperial 
Ealict and that the Jekin question had been 
devided was premature, but we. would not 
he astonished if the West, River and the 
whole of south-west China were thrown 
open’ to foreign trade before long on a 
basis hitherto impossible. We are given 
to understand from the best possihlesource 
that Sir Claude Macdonald for several 
months has bren in possession of all the 


{asuilable information regarding the West 


River, and it may be presumed that he has 
been pressing the snatter urgently upon 
tho notica of the Tsung-li-Yamen and pre- 
venting the memberg of that retrogressive 
institution from relegating tha West River 
and cognate questions to the limbo of 
“things that are to be,’ : 
The Provincial officials, .we are. pleasod 
to learn, have been inade to feel the pres- 
sure of Peking. Wo are informed that the 
high officials of Kwangai have issued a pro- 
clumation hearing upon the transit pass 
question, This. proclamation deals with
